If  possible,  the  extent  to  which 
she  would  be  Interfered  With  by  France,  or  by 
France  and  Great  Britain,  In  the  event  of  at- 
tempting herself  to  settle  the  Czech  problem. 

Germany  has  had  many  warnings  of  what 
she  may  expect  as  a  result  of  hostile  action 
against  Ccechoslovakia.    Mr.  NeviUe  Ohamber- 
laln,  for  one.  lias  made  it  perfectly  clear  that  it 
.would  be  \mpossible  to  set  limits  to  such  a  war 
as  would  arise,  for  the  tJkechoalovaklans  are  de- 
termined to  defend  them.selyearand  it  h.^l^o.st 
certain  that  most,  of  Europe  would  be  drawn 
Into  the  vortex.    Moreover,  Gerinany  might  well 
be  flghtinp;  without  alHes  for  .she  has  been  noti- 
fied by  Italy. that  that  country  .wouliJiave  no 
Interjfsi  in  any  c^ufifllct  which  might  develop 
owing  to  any  precipitate  a(  tion  in  Central  Europe 
'     The  German  Army  manoeuvres  may  be  purely 
for  training  purposes  and  the  latest  crisis  to 
which  th.ey  have  given  birth  may  prove  a.s 
groundless  as     many  others.  Berlin  t^ronounces 
all  fenr.<r  entertained  by  Other  powers  to  be  with- 
out ba.si.s.    As  all  recent  European  history  has 
showti  the  certainty  Of  crisis  does  not  mean  the 
^certainty  of  war.    Hfrr  Hitler's  position  with  his 
own  people  Is  not  so  secure  that  he  can  indjilge 
In  ra.sh  strokes  or  take  risks  the  results  of  which 
wouldvbe  Incalculable.   Germany  Is  by  no  means 
in  a  position  to  precipitate  a  European  war  in 
which  she  might  well  stand  alone.  The'Berlln- 
Romc-Tokio  triangle  will  not  operate  at  this  time. 
Vapan  is  preoccupied  in  the  Far  East.    Italy  will 
not  assist  Germany  in  the  conquest  of  Czecho- 
slovakia.   MoreQVer,  the  German  Army -ma- 
noeuvres have  created  uneasiness  among  the 
German  people  themselves  who  do  not  want  war. 
The  manoeuvres  may  Just  turn  out  to  be  another 
example  of  German  thoroughness,  and  at  the 
same  time  an  example,  of  German 'mlsjudgment 
of  other  nations'  psychology.    What  the  flourish 
of  jUfe  mailed  fist  has  done,  if  It  can  be  interpreted 
that  way.  ts  tn  - stiffen  the  rtetrrmtnatlon  of 
France.  Great  Britain  and  CzcQhosluvakia  to  re- 
sist any  agi^hss^l've^  spirit  that  may  be  s)itfim. 
The  outcome  may  well  prove  In  the  long  run  to 
have  rf'steadying  effect  in  Europe.
